REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious "the materials quality sensor generating ultrasonic waves in the 
metallic material by irradiating the metallic material with exciting laser light, and detecting the 
ultrasonic waves propagated in the metallic material based on interference between the exciting 
laser light irradiating the metallic material and the reflected exciting laser light reflected from the 
metallic material, and measuring quality of the metallic based on ulfrasonic wave propagation 
characteristics of the ultrasonic waves detected" in combination with the rest of the claimed 
limitations set forth in independent claims 13-16. 

Claims 13-16 are allowed.
